Be Writes About the Utah 
Railroad 


TO MAJOR JONES OF THIS JC1TY. 


Me Tells of Work 
B egin—A San 
Diego Route Planned as a 
Blind. 


Last winter Thomas Taylor, ol Cedar 
City, Iron county, Nevada, visited Los 
Angeles and endeavored to arouse inter­ 
est in the project of building a railroad 
through Southern Utah to tip the rich 
iron and coal country in which he had 
large interests. He addressed the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce on the subject, and 
conferred with leading ci/dtaliste. The 
soheme, as Mr. Taylor outlined it, wan 
more or less intimately connected with 
the completion of the Salt Lake and Los 
Angeles line. 
On his retara to Utah, 
Mr. Taylor kept in correspondence with 
the moving spirits in this latter enter 
p ri» , and is well informed on the out­ 
look. He now writes to Major Jones, 
the President of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, as follows: 
C edar City, Iron County, Utah,! 
October 31, 1889. 
f 
E . W. Jone», Etq , Lo» Angele», Cal.: 
D ear Sib—On my return a few days 
ago from a trip to Pioche, Nevada, ' 
found your letter of the 8th. 
Yon are right about a continual agita­ 
tion in relation to matters of this kind. 
When I wrote to Mr. Higgins I was feel­ 
ing rather discouraged about this same 
railroad, it haviog Just appeared in the 
papers that nothing was likely to be 
done this year except tbe survey. Ho 
ever, I had just written an article for tbe 
Salt Lake Herald, a copy of which I sent 
Mr. Higgins, setting forth the advis­ 
ability of building an independent line, 
etc. 
There had been a representative of an 
eastern railroad company bore for months 
figuring around to see what could be 
done. On tbe arrival of the paper con­ 
taining my article, he telegraphed the 
company that they had got to ao some­ 
thing. The result is that a surveying 
party was organized with wagons, teams 
and surveying outfit, one division of 
which left for the south yesterday. The 
other two divisions leave tomorrow. 
Mr. C. D. Moore, who is the principal 
engineer, told me that the company ex­ 
pect to build from Denver as direct 
Une as possible to San Diego, bnt I think 
he said this to see if I coaid say what 
Los Angeles would do to induce them to 
•ome that way. 
Now this company say 
they will have the shortest line to 
Chicago by 400 miles to the Pacific 
Coast; bat they cannot have that via 
Needles to San Diego, hence I think 
they only want inducements to build to 
Los Angeles and San Pedro. 
Would it 
not be better to see this company before 
agreeing with the Union Pacific ahont 
inducements ? 
In relation to the Union Pacific: Previ­ 
ous to the appearance of my article, they 
had professed to he going to leave our 
coal and iron away off on one side about 
thirty-five miles, bat now they are here 
with a company of surveyors aud talking 
of changing-Their route and taking the 
one I indicated. 
Should th*y ever do 
that, their ronte east will he through 
Salt Lake City to Omaha. 
However, I 
believe that the Union Pacific will com­ 
mence work very soon now. 
Last Saturday. October L’6th, 
Mr. 
Sharp, the Vice-President of the Union 
Pacific line, returned from Boston and 
started the Salt Lake Herald reporter 
on the cine that the Union Pacific was 
going to bnild 200 miles right a<*-ny, to 
Pioche, Nev., first, and then to Pahrana- 
gat, Nev., going out of the way some 125 
miles at least; so that if this other route 
is improvised it will be much the short­ 
est when completed, and shonld there be 
two good roads you might as well have 
your choice for Los Angeles. 
At one time I had the matter all ar­ 
ranged with your aid for an independent 
line, which I still claim would be the 
thing for Southern California, so that you 
would get coal for what it would cost 
without being subject to any railroad 
monopoly, thus procuring cheap fnel for 
the establishment of those industries 
which yon must have to secure perma­ 
nent prosperity. 
Yoar country may be down, but it will 
rise again. I am confident that all you 
need is people of the right kind; the rest 
is within yoar reach. 
In last Tuesday's Salt Lake Herald the 
views of one of the surveying eng in e n ire 
given, in which he says that business 
enough wonld arise by the opening ol 
Southern Utah, Nevada and California to 
pay two or three railroads. Allow me to 
say that your enterprising men in Los 
Angeles shonld keep np the agitation. If 
yon wish I will introduce the subject to 
the eastern company, and refer to the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce or its 
President. I shall be pleased to coop­ 
erate with yon further on learning your 
wishes. 
There will of course be a play, as thore 
always is, in advance of the construction 
of any railway for all the boodle that can 
be made oat of interested parties or com­ 
munities by sharp speculators, who may 
or may not be directly connected with 
the enterprise, so the proposition to leave 
Los Angeles ont of the route will un­ 
doubtedly be played for all it is worth 
while the road is being planned and con­ 
structed.

Da tween 
8 :30 and 9 o'clock this morning Cnrran 
aud 1 were on a scaffolding pat up by 
ourselves, some sixteen feet from the 
ground. 
We were patting the last few 
rivets in one of the iron supports, when 
the plank npon which we were standing, 
on the npper staging, teetered and we 
both fell. 
I have been engaged in my 
present occupation for the past seven 
years, and considered the staging per­ 
fectly safe. 
The deceased and I had 
worked upon it for some days prior to the 
time of the accident, and it was our cus­ 
tom to watch the plank and move it at 
frequent intervals, as there was always 
more or less action caused by our work­ 
ing upon it. 
When we started work 
there was a lap of at least eighteen 
inches at each end of the plank over the 
on which it rested."

A rascally sou ruins his fortune and

heart. 
Corwith a year ago was th e richest 
lead m erchant in America, if not in the 
world. The approach o f death caused 
inquiries, which resulted inobtaiuing the 
Heretofore unsnow n story of his sudden 
descent to poverty, as told by one of his 
former associates. 
The supposition has 
been that Corwith’s gigantic failure iu 
business was solely the result of an ill- 
timed attem pt to corner the lead supply 
of the world. As now revealed the 
reason was almost a repetition of the 
plot of The Henrietta. 
Ex-County Com­ 
missioner Donnesberger, who examined 
the books of Corwith after the failure, is 
the source of the new information. The 
facte, ae related, are in brief that Gor- 
w ith’s every move in speculation wat 
being ‘‘coppered’’ with his own capital 
by his own son, Guerdon Corwith, and 
that before the inevitable crash came 
$1,100.000 had been w ithdrawn from the 
old m an’s coffers and snnk in operations 
in which the yoonger Corwith had be­ 
come hopelessly involved. 
Young Corwith was at the time a 
metal broker in New York, and indnced 
the father to believe that he had exclu­ 
sive information regarding the plans of 
the French copper syndicate as to lead. 
Corwith, Sr., was in poor health, and 
allowed the son unusual leeway. 
Until 
the actual collapse was reached, Corwith 
believed that he had an enormous quan­ 
tity of lead on hand and paid for, when 
the fact was that the lead purchased had 
already been sold and the proceeds 
utterly wiped out by young Corwith’s 
operations.

W estminster Conference ▼*. 
Practical Prenbyterlanlam. 
No. 1—B y J ohh S h ir l e y Wa r d . 
Mr. E ditor—The last General Assem 
bly, in order to allign itself with the ad­ 
vanced theological thought of this age, 
has asked the Presbyteries to suggest 
w hat alterations or modifications should 
be made in the W estminster Confession 
of Faith. This opens np the qnestion of 
revision in its broadest scope. 
We do not propose to enter the lists of 
knights in this theological contest, bnt 
as the hum blest crusader in the ranks of 
Gregory and Coear de Lion felt inspired 
in his struggle to wrest the tomb of the 
Savior from the hand of the Saracen, so 
we feel a kindred inspiration to strike 
from the matchless truth of the W est­ 
m inster system the shackles of unmean' 
ing verbiage and perplexing phraseology 
which obscure the truth. 
In chapter III of oar confession of 
faith we find the following: 
"B y the 
decree of God for the manifestation of 
His own glery some m en and angels are 
predestined nnto everlasting life and 
others 
foreordained 
to 
everlasting 
death.” 
"These angels and m en thus predes­ 
tined and foreordained are particularly 
and unchangeably designed; and their 
number is so certain and definite that it 
cannot be either increased or dim in­ 
ished.” 
There may be a hidden truth in this 
paragraph, but. the ordinary mind fails to 
grasp it, and we have never heard a m in­ 
ister preach it from his pulpit. 
This "predestination unto life” was 
made "before the foundation of the 
world,” and was made by God "w ithout 
any forethought of faith or good works or 
perseverance in either of them, or any­ 
thing in the creature or condition or 
causes moving him thereunto, and all to 
the praise of his glorious grace.” 
"A s God hath appointed the elect unto 
glory * * * they are effectually called 
unto faith in ChriBt by His Spirit work­ 
ing in doe season; are justified, adopted, 
sanctified and kept by His power through 
faith unto salvation, neither are any 
others redeemed by Christ, effectually 
called, justified, adopted, sanctified and 
saved but the elect only.” 
"T he rest of m ankind God was pleased 
* * 
* to pass by and to ordain them 
to dishonor and wrath for their sins and 
to the praise of his glorious justice.” 
Take th e paragraph on "elect infants 
dying in infancy.” 
This language im­ 
plies tbat there are non-elect infants. If 
“ election was determ ined before the 
foundation of the world,” and it was de­ 
creed “ without any foresight of faith or 
good works or perseverance in either of 
them , or anything in the creature or 
conditions," then, there is as much con­ 
sistency in dam ning a non-elect infant as 
there is in dam ning a non-elect adult. 
This question we leave for trained theo­ 
logical dispntants. 
But it may be said we do not properly 
interpret the logical conclusions of these 
paragraphs. 
Let as give Calvin’s views 
on Predestination, as set forth in his In ­ 
stitutes of the C hristian Religion, Book 
III, chapter 
X X I. “ Predestination,” 
says he, “ we oall th e eternal decree of 
God by which H e has determined in 
Himself what H e wonld have to become 
of every individual of mankind. For 
they are not all created with a similar 
destiny, but eternal life is fore-ordained 
for some and eternal dam nation for 
others. 
Every m an, therefore, 
being 
created for one or the other of these 
ends, 
we 
say 
he 
is 
predestined 
either 
to 
life 
or 
death. 
This 
God 
has not only testified in par­ 
ticular persons , bnt H e has given as p ed ­ 
io en of it in the whole posterity of Abra­ 
ham, which should evidently show the 
future condition 
of every nation to 
depend upon his decision. 
In conform­ 
ity, therefore, to the clear doctrine of the 
Scriptures, we assert that by an eternal 
and im m utable counsel, God has once 
for all determ ined both whom he wonld 
adm it to salvation and whom he wonld 
condemn to destruction. We affirm that 
this counsel, as far as concerns the elect, 


is Calvinism pare and simple, as taught 
by himself. 
Three hundred and fifty years have 
passed since Calvin was the intellectual 
huninary of the Reformation. The light 
which his intellect threw on the great 
theological question comes streaming 
down to as through the centuries, lifting 
religious thought from the mere domain 
of emotion^np to a higher sphere of 
reason and intellect, yet no one will 
contend for the plenary inspiration of his 
teachings, or that, enrronnded as be was 
by the mists of the Middle Ages, he was 
able to crystallize all theological truth in 
one system of doctrine. 
U p to the beginning of this century, 
Presbyterian 
m inisters 
preached the 
doctrine of Election, Predestination and 
Decrees, but during those days Presby- 
terianism did not keep abroant with the 
evangelizing spirit of the age. 
Daring 
the last three-quarters of a century, as a 
general rule, ministers have ceased to 
try to explain those knotty questions and 
the lay members iiave been allowed to 
adopt such an interpretation as wonld 
make them harmonize with the spirit of 
the gospel. 
Let as be consistent, let us be true to 
ourselves. If these doctrines are essen­ 
tial to Presbyterianism they should re­ 
main in the Confession of F aith, and if 
they are a necessary part of our creed, 
let our ministers preach them and teach 
them to our people. For the sake of con­ 
sistency, either adapt our preaching to 
our Confession of F aith or so modify 
our confession as to make it harmonize 
with oar preaching —[The Occident.

Mr. J. De Barth Shorb called the meet­ 
ing to order, and stated that an eflort 
had been made several years ago to effect 
some kind of an organ'zation, b u t noth­ 
ing had been accomplished.

brought about. 
Mr. Shorb was chosen to act as C hair­ 
man and Mr. M. R. Higgins was elected 
Secretary. 
Mr. Shorb suggested the nam e of the 
Viticnltural Protection Leagne for the 
association which they proposed to form. 
It was decided to adopt this nam e. 
Considerable discussion followed on 
the matter of the interference of the in­ 
ternal revenue laws with the interests of 
sweet wine makers and grape growers. 
Mr. Stern suggested that an effort be 
made to induce Congress to so amend 
the internal revenue laws as to allow the 
unrestricted manufacture of sweet wines. 
Mr. Shorb declared his belief th at a 
num ber of the existing laws were uncon­ 
stitutional, and would not stand the test 
of an appeal. The Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue had powers about as 
autocratic as those of the Czar of Russia. 
Congress had no power to delegate so 
m uch authority to one man. 
Mr. F. J. Esm er said th at the whiskey 
ring was at the bottom of the trouble. He 
was in favor of asking for the repeal of 
the tax on spirits and brandies. 
He had 
not made a gallon of wine this year, 
becaase the adm inistration of the inter­ 
nal revenue laws would ruin hiB business. 
Mr. Lewin suggested that a committee 
be appointed to prepare an address to be 
sent out to all persons interested in the 
vine 
and 
the 
manufacture of wine 
throughout the State. A motion to this 
effect was carried, and it was decided that 
the committee should report at a later 
meeting.

Bickowsky, Charles Stern, Chairman 
Shorb and Secretary Higgins were chosen 
to act on this committee. 
The resolutions recently passed by the

This firm has cer­ 
tain Senatorial connections, which favor 
th e idea that it has received hints on the 
eubject of probable legislation that will 
be in the interest of the silver market 
However th a t may be, it is evident that 
throughout the W est and the Pacific 
States the silver question has assumed a 
vary formidable shape, and that the gold 
bags of W all street will be met in

by

currency for the business of the country 
is being so contracted that nnlese it is 
greatly expanded there is danger of a 
widespread and disastrous money panic.

The very least we can 
look for at the next session will be the 
increase of the monthly purchases of 
silver for coinage under the Bland bill 
from two million to four million dollars.

The Sewer Com mission finished their 
labors yesterday, and will make their re­ 
port to the Oonncil tomorrow. 
The 
gentlemen composing the commission 
have carried out the work assigned them 
faithfully and earnestly, and deserve the 
thanks of the oommunity. 
Of course 
there is a great diversity of opinion as to 
what is the best syBtem of sewer­ 
age 
to 
adopt 
for 
a 
city 
like 
Los Angeles, w hich covers so large 
an 
area 
of 
territory, 
and 
whioh 
is topographically so peculiar. 
But, out- 
tide of a few im practicals, who never 
learn and never forget, there is a unanim ­ 
ity of opinion in favor of the utilization 
of the sewage on th e porous and poor 
lands below this city. 
An effort has 
been made to raise a popular preju­ 
dice 
against 
the utilization 
of the 
sewage 
as 
a 
fertilizer on the ab­ 
surd claim that th e products of soils 
thus 
enriched are liable to 
injure 
the health of consumers. 
We doubt, 
however, w hether any sensible person 
has been'im posedupoa by this ridiculous 
assumption. 
Experim ental science has 
long since disposed of this relic of preju­ 
dice aud ignorance, and some of tbe 
chief cilio* of Europe are now supplied 
with 
vegetables from 
soil fertiliaed 
by the wastage of their sewers. T he 
commission has fully 
recognized the 
value of the sewage as a fertilizer, and 
kept that im portant point in viow in ar­ 
riving at its conclusion. The report that 
will be presented to the Council recom 
mends in brief: 
1. 
That purification works be ostab- 
lisaed at some poiat south of the city 
lim its,the purification to be effected either 
by filtration or precipitation. 
2. That the city construct on outfall 
sewer to the purification works, the cost 
of which and the works, with 40 acres of 
land, not to exceed $106,000. 
3. That the right of way for an o at all 
sewer to the ooean from the purification 
works be obtained, either by purchase or 
condemnation. 
4. That an interior system be c in­ 
structed, for which |200,000 shall be 
raised by bonds, and the balance, about 
$100,000, by some other method to be de­ 
cided upon by the Council. 
5. That storm drains be constructed 
to relieve the present necessity at a cost 
not to exceed $75,000.. 
These 
recom mendations cover the 
whole ground, and if carried ont will give 
us a system that will answ er every pur­ 
pose.

Terrible Experience* off ihe Uilz- 
lard In New Mexico. 
D e n v e r , Colo., 
November 9.—-The 
Republican's Trinidad special says: The 
bodies of John M artin and H enry Miller, 
the cowboys who were frozen to death 
near Sierra G rande, last week daring 
the blizzard, were brought to Folsom for 
burial. Their two companions, Charlie 
W ier and H enry Jolly, were taken to 
Raton for medical treatm ent. Jolly will 
loee all his fingers, but otherwise will 
not suffer grea'iy. 
Wier will lose all 
his fingers, and one 
of his feet 
is 
horribly 
froze::. 
Four 
other 
men 
belonging to the same party are missing, 
and it is fe*red they are dead. Their 
nam es are Charlie Raud, Manna, Ed. 
Jaeger, Joe Evans, and two Mexicans, 
nam es unknown. It is reported by par­ 
ties who know th a t at least twenty men 
are missing from their homes, and it is 
feared that many of them will be found 
dead. 
Jolly and Weir tell a heart-rending 
s'orv of their sufferings. Tbev say the 
blizzard struck them Wednesday night 
of last week. 
They were holding a herd 
of 
2,500 cattle. 
The wind 
became 
a 
hurricane 
before 
morning, 
and 
when 
Mai tin 
and 
Jolly 
went to 
the last guard about 3 a. in., the storm 
was so blinding they could not hold the 
herd. 
Jolly started to camp for help. 
In the meantime Miller and W e'r had 
left the camp to assist holding tbe cattle. 
Jolly could not find the camp, and Miller 
and Wier could not find the herd. 
All 
three were drawn together by shouting, 
and wandered around until daylight, 
when they found M artin. 
The cold waa 
so bitter that the men entered an arroyo, 
and, after fastening their horses, took 
their saddle blankets and buried them ­ 
selves in a snowdrift. 
This was at about 
8 o’clock in tbe afternoon, and by only 
the greatest effort W ier and Jolly suc­ 
ceeded in keeping awake. 
They were 
slightly apart from M artin and Miller, 
and had difficulty in talking to each 
other. 
The snow piled upon them in 
such immense weight that they were 
compelled to seek another drift. 
About 4 o’clock Friday morning Miller 
called Jolly and Wier and told them they 
had all better go. And when they crawled 
out they made search in the drift for 
Miller aud M artin. The latter only was 
found, and lie was dead. They took 
their horses and started, leading them a 
few rods, when they found Miller on his 
kaees with his bleeding face against the 
blast, swaying to and fro, his horse 
standing in front of him , as though 
trying to protect him from the cold.

go with them . 
H e was unable to rise 
and was assisted to his ieet, but could 
not walk. Jolly started to get assistance 
while Wier rem ained with their dying 
companion. Both W ier’s hands were 
frozen and he was helpless to render any 
help, and waa fast becoming insensible 
himself, when a Mexican found him and 
took him to Rhodea’ ranch, a few miles 
distant. The men returned to where 
Miller had been left and found him life­ 
less.

C h ic a g o , November 9.—The National 
Convention of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union resumed its session 
this morniDg. 
A telegram from Wash­ 
ington was read by Mrs. Woodbridge. 
stating that tbe bar-room license to Vice­ 
President M orton’s hotel ia in tbe name 
of Jam es K. K ernan, the manager. 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, of Iowa, the 
woman who represents the non-partisan 
elem ent of the W. O. T. U ., rose and 
said: “ I wish to say thero is such a 
thing as necessity. 
The National W . C. 
T. U. now in session has its headquar­ 
ters at the Palm er Honse. 
The Palmer 
House has a bar. 
It probably has 
a bar within its walls because it ia a 
necessity. The W . C. T. U. probably 
has its headquarters at a hotel where 
there is a bar beoause it is a necessity. 
W e m ust also recognize th at Vice-Presi­ 
dent Morton has a bar in his new hotel 
because it is a necessity. 
A t this point Mrs. Foster was in ter 
rupted by a storm of “ No’s.” 
Miss Willard, in the chair, said there 
was no motion before tbe honse, and 
M rs. Foster was out of order. 
“ Do I understand that I cannot have 
the floor to make my suggestion?” aBked 
Mrs. Foster. 
“ Certainly you can have the floor, 
Mrs. Foster, but I did not understand you 
had a motion to m ake.” 
“ Then I will go on. I would suggest 
that it does not comport with the objects 
of the W. O. T. U. to make any sugges­ 
tions to Vice-President M orton,” said 
Mrs. Foster. 
“ I tbink I will ask the Committee on 
Resolutions to prepare a resolution to ex­ 
press the Beniiments of this convention 
regarding the saloon license taken out 
by our Vice-President,” said Miss Wil­ 
lard.

President to do 
with thatelegram from Judge M oulton?” 
said she. “ Is it not true that my heart 
should fill with indignation, to hear our 
honored officers charged with falsifying? 
I, for one, will not vote to perm it such a 
telegram to go on record.” 
Mrs. Jones’ voice bristled with indig­ 
nation as she spoke, and immediately 
after she finished there was uproarious 
applause, which boded no encourage­ 
ment for Mrs. Foster. 
Mrs. Jones atked 
in an ironical way w hether the telegram 
was prompted by some one in tbe con­ 
vention, or was merely the 
happy 
thought of General Nettleton. 
“ I will say,” said Mrs. Foster, “ th at I 
was completely surprised and delighted 
to receive the telegram.

People Paint It. 
" I have read Ella W heeler Wilcox 
and Amelio Rivea,” said Sir Edwin, 
knocking; the ashes from his cigar. “ The 
others I have not read. 
You speak of 
Mrs. Atherton, Edgar Saltas, Abby Jack­ 
m an, and other writers of whom I have 
never heard. 
‘The Quick or the Dead’ I 
read with a vast deal of interest. 
I do 
not regard this recent American litera­ 
ture as a new' school, and most certaiolv 
such a school should not be established. 
I do not think there exists today a sepa­ 
rate, diBtinct school of this kind. There 
are certain writers headed by oar own 
Swinburne and the gifted men of France, 
men whom I know. 
“ I do not adm it th at these men con­ 
stitute a school in literature characterized 
as flashliness. Their work is the old 
eternal classic revolt against Puritanism 
and the narrower forms of Christianity. 
The first of them all was the Emperor 
Julian, one ot the finest fellows that ever 
lived. 
In his heart there was a revolt 
against Christ and H is teachings, for in 
his breast was th e old grace of Greece 
and the glory of Rome. This new reli­ 
gion of Christ, draped in gray, seemed 
odious. 
“ Look round and see the clergy damn 
the babes to everlasting hell, and say ’ti» 
wicked for a man to look at woman’s 
ankles. 
Do not misunderstand me. 
I 
should never excuse immorality or for­ 
give offenders against decorum. 
Let us 
rem em ber 8winbnrne’s verses, and be 
lieve th at the poets of the present make 
but a natural and useful protest against 
th e extravagances of Puritanism . 
“ I agree with him who w rites: “ Dost 
thou believe that because thou art vir­ 
tuous, there should be no more cakes 
and ale ?” I was sitting with W alt W hit 
m an one day and I repeated to him 
some of his own verses and explained 
their philosophy and their beauty. 
“ He said to m e: 
‘You are 
the 
first man to explain my own lines.’ 
A t this I 
said 
to him : 
‘I 
am 
no more ashamed of 
body than of 
soul. 
I look largely, broadly at men. at 
literature, at the affairs of life.’ 
W alt 
W hitm an is right. I swear I am no more 
asham ed of body than of soul. 
Read 
those lines of Robert Browning, in which 
he say s: ‘Nor soul helps body more than 
body once helped soul.’ Ah me, it is a 
sad spectacle—a disgusting thing—-for the 
world to be asham ed of beauty. 
“ This does not apply to bawdv books. 
There is no excuse for their birth or ex­ 
istence. There is no enemy to the beauty 
of the world, the Greek of life, like the 
obBcene man. 
He is the guerilla that 
defaces, mars the face and form of nature. 
If such books are written to sell, to pan­ 
der, the man who writes them is a villain, 
and should be cast headlong into the 
broad Pacific, and the woman—yea, she 
is worse than the man.

I know him well, and meet 
him frequently on the ‘underground.’

THE BIG STUKM. 


H e w I t V w e p i « h e C r e s c c n t a C a n a d a 
f a r H o a r s . 
A fair correspondent, signing herself 
“ Jan e,” in the Pasadena Star, gives the 
following graphic account of the late 
storm in the Crescenta C afada: 
The 
big 
rain 
is 
stiil

tim e the principal topic of conver­ 
sation, 
as indeed it may well 
be. 
for some of 
oar 
residents suffered 
considerable inconvenience, not to eay 
Ioeb, by it. General Shield’s rain gauge 
records a fall of eleven inches of water 
from Saturday night until Wednesday 
night. 
The last great downpour about noon 
did the most damage of all, creating 
some w ashes; it deepened the wash near 
the center of the valley {where it crosses 
the avenue) about two feet, but did not 
widen it. The roar of the mighty onrush 
of water was like that o» Niagara, and 
could be heard a long distance. 
At the 
great downpour the whole valley pre­ 
sented the appearance of one immense 
water-shed (the slope being sufficient to 
resemble the roof of a house), as the 
w ater poured down in almost a continu­ 
ous sheet. 
It was called by some a cloud-burst. 
Such a rain at this season of the year 
has never been known by even the old­ 
est inhabitant in our valley. 
The em bankm ent built on the north 
side of Prof. W hite’s property was broken 
through, and his orchard washed some­ 
w hat, the floods also ponring through 
his front yard and creating a small 
wash. 
The northeast corner of Mr. Strong’s 
place was crossed by the onrushing 
stream , and the road to Dr. Briggs’ place 
was washed away in places. 
Mrs. G. W. Gray, who carries the 
m ail from La Cañada and La Crescenta 
to Tropico, was the greatest personal suf­ 
ferer from the flood, so far as heard from, 
in our locality. 
She left our postcflice 
about fifteen minutea before the cloud­ 
burst, and reached a spot in the Verdugo 
cañón near the Chinese gardens, when 
she was caught in the swiftly flowing 
torrent while croEBingthe road, aDd swept 
onw ard, her horse being separated from 
th e buggy, which was overturned, and 
M rs. 
Gray 
and 
the 
mail pouches 
buried under it. 
Two men who were 
fortunately near enough to render assist­ 
ance dragged Mrs. Gray from her peril­ 
ous position, com paratively unhurt. Her 
horse was found some distance below, 
nearly drowned, b at was rescued just in 
tim e. 
Tho m ail pouches could not be 
found; search was continued, and the 
next day one of them was recovered, 
w hether the La Cuñada or Crescenta 
poach could not be distinguished. Tho 
mail was taken on Thursday by Mr. 
Wilson, and it may be several days bo- 
fore our mail system is again thoroughly 
settled. The road to Los Angeles is said 
to be very badly washed out.

A n a l i e l m A b r o a d . 
The following extract is taken from the 
New York Evening Pott of October 16th. 
The author is H enry T. Finck, who 
some time ago wae a visitor at the resi­ 
dence of hie brother-in-law, Mr. Max 
Nebelnng.in this city,and who visited this 
section for the purpose of writing it up 
for New York papers: 
After taking in the eights of Los An­ 
geles, including the palme and orange 
groves, the cable-car scenery and China­ 
town, which have been often enough de­ 
scribed, it will pay the tourist to devote 
a week or two to a round trip through 
th a t part of the State which lies south of 
Loa Angeles, as far as Ban Diego and Tia 
Juana on th e Mexican border. Take a 
ticket to Riverside, via Orange, and stop 
over a day at Anaheim,which commands 
a fine view of the snow-capped San 
Gabriel range and the giant San Bernar­ 
dino. A naheim is known as the “ mother 
colony,” having been founded -as early 
as 1858 by a party of fifty Germans from 
San Francisco, in search of a pleasant 
site for homes and good soil for raising 
R hine wine. Today the population is no 
longer exclusively German, nor is wine­ 
m aking the chief industry, for Anaheim 
enjoys the Bad distinction of being the 
place where the destructive vine disease 
originated, and now there are few good 
vineyards left in the vicinity, though the 
cellars of the hospitable families are still 
well stocked with Beialing that unm is­ 
takably betrays its legitimate descent 
from the celebrated Johannisberger stock 


on the Rhine. 
U ndaunted by the r 
misfortune, the Anaheimers have dag 
out their dead vines and planted in their 
places oranges, w alnnts, pampas, plums 
and fig?, which in a few years will 
bear 
as 
rich 
fruit 
and 
as 
b'g 
profits as the former vineyards. The 
fields and orchards are supplied with 
water through a ditch from the Santa 
Ana river, sixteen miles long, and lined 
all the way with willows. 
A drive along 
this ditch is interesting, ss is a visit to 
the ostrich farm, two or three miles from 
the town, 
slf a longer stay is con­ 
tem plated, there is excellent hunting of 
wild geese, ducks and other water fowl, 
all the way frim Anaheim to the ocean, 
while in the cactns fields around the 
town may be found quails and pigeons, 
and the sportive jackrabbit abounds. In 
hunting him you not only satisfy the 
craving for murder of some sort which 
still lingers as a relic of savagery in the 
gentlect hum an breast, but you do a 
great service to th e farmere, who are 
sometimes obliged, in self-defense, to 
organize rabbt drives, at which two or 
three thousand of the long-eared, fleet­ 
footed robbers are 
killed.—[Anaheim 
Gazette.

Bide and nothing but fulsome praiBe for 
all on their side. 
There are a few of 
this kind left, but, thank God, they are 
rapidly dying out. 
Now good citizens 
look upon political discussions as a seri­ 
ous m atter, to be addressed to their judg­ 
m ent and to be acted upon wisely as a 
aacred duty.—[Sherman’s Speech.

I r o a th e C o m m ittee o n L a a 4 e of 
th e C h a m b e r of C om m erce. 
The following report of the Committee 
on L uida and Irrigation, made to the L ob 
Angeles Cham ber of Commerce, was 
erow dedontof the H b b a ld d u rin g the 
week, and is now published; 
W e are much pleased to report Crogrees 
in Loe Angeles county during the past 
year in tree planting and cultivation to 
grain. 
Almost the first consideration given to 
any eabj«ct by this chamber after its 
organization was upon these topics. The 
work of the chamber was productive of 
m uch good, and the result is a marked 
increase in the productions of the county. 
The chamber is to be congratulated 
upon the good work done, but we desire 
to call the attention of the owners oí 
lands to the large am ounts still unculti­ 
vated, which are capable of producing 
excellent crops. 
W here poseible, the 
greatest benefits can be realized by per­ 
sonally cultivating their lands. 
But 
where this is impossible, we would urge 
that lands be rented on snch moderate 
term s as to induce parties having the 
stock and experience to cultivate them. 
W ater is being developed in many 
portions of our county and citrus fruit 
trees planted, and deciduous fruits and 
viueyards on unirrigated lands are pro­ 
ducing paying crops. But on large tracts 
of land, for a long time to come, the cul­ 
tivation of grain will improve the land 
by loosening the soil, causing it to ab­ 
sorb more moisture and fitting it better 
for orchards aud viueyards. 
This is the eleventh consecutive year 
th at this county has had paying grain 
crops, which certainly ought to relieve 
m uch of the anxiety about droughts, 
used by many as an excuse for their 
negligence. 
The retaras from grain 
farming are not as large as from many 
other classes of tanning, yet in the ag­ 
gregate the grain products of the county 
excel thoso of any other, and contribute 
m jre largely to the various industries. 
While we are glad to help immigrants 
to our midst, and to encourage orchard 
planting and mannf .ctories, we should 
not neglect a source of wealth that is 
w ithin the reach of all that own land— 
the cultivating of a soil whoee producing 
powers are equal to any in the world. 
One large ranch is being leased in 
■mall farmB for three years without rent, 
on condition that it be cleaned up and 
kept in cultivation during that period. 
T he owners of the land will have it re- 
tnrned to them in better condition, and 
they afford a better opportunity to many 
worthy men to make a livelihood for 
period of three years. Both make moi 
and the countv is benefited. 
We urge upon all owners of large and 
small tracts á full consideration of the 
subject, aud request (he daily papers to 
again take up the subject and assist the 
gooi work, as no other power can.

father’s family in June of the same year. 
H e conceived a strong prejudice against 
the noise and confusion of the Methodist 
meetings in Canada, and w ent to Vir­ 
ginia in November of the same year, and 
at a camp-meeting witnessed exhibitions 
of w hat seemed to him to be the resalt 
of a fanatical zeal, but on his return to 
his private apartm ents he got religion. He 
was early called to active labor in the 
church, aud although never a leader in 
great revivals, has the sweet conscious­ 
ness of having been helpful to many 
and 
directly 
instrum ental 
in 
the 
conversion of som e; has been a loyal 
M ethodist, and has taken an interest in 
the enterprises of the church, and does 
not think the former days better than 
these. 
H is standing for some years has 
been that of elder. 
He itinerated for 
about nine years in the Caaadas and 
Rock River and California conferences 
but as a m atter of fact has been a travel 
ing local preacher by far the greater part 
of his life. 
On the subject of marriage 
he was guided by Mr. Wesley’s advice, 
and has good reason to bless God on that 
account. 
He has been married twice, 
and both of his wives have been greatly 
helpful to him spiritually, ministerially 
and temporally, and he aculd earnestly 
recom mend all single persons of proper 
age to get married as soon as possible, 
only in the Lord, and according to the 
Apostle Paul’s rule. 
He is building a small house in order 
to rent his almost elegant home to secure 
a sufficient income for living. 
He has 
worked in the burning sun several hoars 
a day, till a !ady neighbor of his happily 
conceived the idea of asking every car­ 
penter within a radios of a mile or two 
to contribute a sm all am ount of labor. 
It will be some weeks before it will be 
done, and there is a chance for others to 
secure the blessing of doing good to a 
venerable patriarch. 
W hen he crossed 
the plains in 1850 he refused to travel on 
the 8abbath, which resulted in the 
separation of the party. 
The others 
atarted off by themselves, 
reaching 
Placerville some days later than those 
who chose to rest man and beast. 
Several additional students entered the 
University last week. 
Professor Graham, the new professor 
in chem istry, is said to be popular and 
efficient in his department. 
The college organizition of the Y. W. 
G. A. and the Y. M. G. A. are both in 
flourishing condition. 
A union meeting 
of them was held on Tuesday evening 
last. 
A competent committee of ladies and 
gentlem en are superintending the work 
of ornam enting tbe grounds of the church 
aud parsonage. 
We hope soon to see, 
instead of barren soil, a beautiful green 
with shrubs and flowers. 
Mr. G. N. Smith, a venerable man of 
70 years, spent some time here a year 
airo. 
H e left for the East, bat falling in 
love with this country in general, and 
University 
Place in 
particular, 
he 
has returned, and is building a cottage 
on the oorner of Arthur street and Mc- 
Glintock avenue. 
So the buildings go 
up hereabouts.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d —Since the first notes 
in newspapers on this subject my obser­ 
vation was drawn closely to it, and I 
have found the work and investigation of 
the expert and practical men on the pest 
question to be still a question, except the 
word microbe, “ rather too broad for any 
value.” 
Our men of science annoy the poor 
microbes with their instrum ents, and the 
microbes’ revenge is to destroy the grape­ 
vines. 
Some other method m ust be adopted 
to learn the dieease. The question will 
have to be asked on the vines, fpr in­ 
stance. 
Make a chemical, quantity and quality 
analysis of sap, marrow, wood and bark 
of a healthy vine’s main root fibers and 
joints; also of the main stem , its branches, 
joints, pipes and leaves. 
Make a corresponding analysis of a 
half diseased and a fall diseased vine. 
Compare the different analyses, and 
the proceedings will answer a num ber of 
questions; it will show where the disease 
commenced to work on the plant, what 
substance of the plant will support the 
disease, to what extent the substance is 
changed.'

B e r l in , November 9 .— The first among 
the present results of th e Bismarck 
Kalooky couference and the Kaiser- 
Sultan interviews is the suspension of 
the Austrian project for the official recog 
nition qf the Bulgarian Government. 
Semi-official reports of the meeting of 
Count H erbert Bismarck and the Grand 
Vizier state th at the latter declined 
to advise the Sultan to recognize Prince 
Ferdinand without m aterial guarantees 
of the support of the Dreibund if Rus­ 
sia attacked Turkey. The Grand Vizier 
further declared that Turkey had as 
m uch 
to 
fear 
from 
Austria 
as 
from 
Russia, 
and 
she could 
not 
forward K alnoky’s policy unless she 
obtained an equivalent. The attitude 
of the Porte seems to have confirmed 
Bismarck's opposition to intervention in 
favor of 
Prince 
Ferdinand. 
Signor 
Orispi, the Italian Prime M inister, ap­ 
proved th e Kalnoky project, but the in­ 
sistence of the Chancellor has overborne 
both. 
The official circles in Vienna are sore 
over this check to Austrian diplomacy 
and attribute Bismarck's action to prom­ 
ises which he gave the Czar w hile the 
latter was in Berlin.* The official belief 
here is th at the Chancellor resisted Kal­ 
noky because he was adverse to a meas­ 
ure which was likely to produce acute 
agitation in the Balkans. 
The recogni­ 
tion of Prince Ferdinand is therefore in­ 
definitely postponed. 
The Em peror appears to have urged 
the Sultan to cultivate an alliance with 
England as linking 
Turkey to the 
Dreibuud. The exchange of views by 
the monarchs is certain to strongly influ­ 
ence the Porte, though no hard and fast 
agreem ent ensues. 
The Chancellor softened Kalnoky’s 
repulse on the Bulgarian settlem ent by 
holding out hopes of the renewal of the 
commercial treaties in 1892 on term s 
favorable to A ustria and 
Hungary. 
M eanwhile th e zollverein of the three 
powers is considered here as chimerical. 
A dispatch to the Em in Pasha commit­ 
tee from Zanzibar throws doubt on the 
report of the m urder of Dr. Peters. An 
untrusty Arab brought the news,of his 
death.

to aim at him , when the latter ran away. 
W hen W heeling came up he had a re­ 
volver in his hand. Tw eedy made no re­ 
m ark to W heeling, and Zack did not tell 
T weedy to shoot W heeling. 
I remarked : 
“ Look out, Bill, he (W heeling) is going 
to shoot you." 
He denied the truth of the statem ent 
made by Johnson th at th e re was a pistol 
in the wagon they left hom e in on the 
Sunday before the killing. 
H e said that 
neither he nor Tweedy had firearms at 
the shop where the latter was killed. He 
Maid that Tweedy took but one drink be­ 
tween Lancaster and M aynard, and when 
he reached the latter ho was sober. 
In the afternoon the defense put on a 
few witnesses to rebut statem ents made 
by the prosecution.

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THE SEWERS. 


The Final Report of the 
Commission 


TO BE PRESENTED TOMORROW. 


The Recommendations of the Vari­ 
ous Committees in a Con­ 
densed Form. 


The Sewer Commission met yesterday 
afternoon, C. N. Wells in the chair and 
the following present: 
A. H. Judson, 
E. M. Hamilton, William Ferguson, J. 
P. Culver, J. E. Jackson, G. W. Knox, 
H. Sinsabaugh, J. E. Plater, and Conn' 
oilmen Brown, Hamilton and Shafer. 
Mr. Judson moved that the 
vote 
whereby the report of the Committee on 
Interior System was adopted be recon­ 
sidered, for the reason that he did not 
consider it in the province of the com 
mission to say how the funds W6re to be 
raised for building the sewers. Carried. 
He then moved that all that portion 
relative to the manner of raising funds 
be stricken out of the report. Tne com­ 
mittee was permitted to retire and recon­ 
sider its report. 
After a recess of ten minutes the com­ 
mittee reported 
the recommendation 
back. 
It waH to the effect that $200,000 
be raised by bonds and that the other 
money be raised by whatever means the 
Council may adopt. 
The report was 
adopted. 
The report of the Committee on Final 
Report presented its report as follows: 
G e k t i.kmkn—The Sewer Committee, 
constituted by the City Council and in 
the manner authorized, has carefully 
considered the main questions relating to 
a sewer system for the city of Los An­ 
geles, and respectfully submit the follow­ 
ing report : 
We find that the healthfulness of the 
city of Los Angeles compares more than 
favorably with other cities of its size, 
both in this country and in E ’irope. 
A 
committee of the Loa AngeleB County 
Medical Society report as follows: 
“ We find the death rate of Los An­ 
geles city for 1888 to be 8.5 per 1,000,and 
for the current year 8.89 per 1,000. In 
these figures are included all the deaths 
of invalids from other States and foreign 
countries, many of whom were in a dy­ 
ing condition on their arrival. 
Los An­ 
geles has less general sickness, and con­ 
sequently a lower mortality than any 
other city of equal size in the United 
States.” 
The consideration of most vital import­ 
ance in extending the present system of 
sewers, a system now many miles in ex­ 
tent, is to retain and, if possible im­ 
prove, the healthfulness of the city, 
i. e : reduce the death rate. This can 
be accomplished only through a sewer 
system which shall embody only correct 
sanitary principles and practice. To this 
and we believe that sewers should not 
be enlarged beyond their requisite ca­ 
pacity as sewers in order to serve the 
additional 
purpose 
as storm drains. 
That all sewers should be small, to the 
end that they may be flushed and kept 
clean, and by small we mean a size not 
greatly in excess of the capacity required 
for present use. 
It will be better and 
cheaper to construct additional sewers 
on parallel streets as the population in­ 
crease», rather than to endanger the 
health of the public by largely antici­ 
pating in the size of the sewers the 
growth of the city, and the additions 
will come when the city can better afford 
the outlay. 
Next to health the question of greatest 
importance is that of cost as affecting the 
rate of taxation. We tegard the rate of 
taxation as inseparably connected with 
the prosperity of the city, beneficial if 
low, detrimental if high. 
We can see no good in debt itself, and 
recommend a debt only to avoid greater 
evils, hence would 'create the least 
amount of debt consistent with the pres­ 
ent argent demands for expenditures. It 
is imperative that we bear in mind other 
improvements needed by the city, the 
beautifying of our parks, acquisition of 
water works, etc., etc., and that we do 
not too nearly approach the limit of tax­ 
ation. Therefore, in the sum named as 
the maximum debt to be incurred, it is 
not contemplated to construct all the 
main sewers and storm drains that shall 
become necessary for the city for a t9rm 
of years in the future. 
We are of the 
opinion that a larger debt tlian the one 
named should now be incurred,believing 
that the expenditure of this sum will 
be amply sufficient for the purpose aB 
given. 
In the division of the sum as between 
interior sewers, storm drains, purifying 
works and sewer mains without the city, 
we make no recommendation beyond 
merely estimating the cost of each class 
of work, as such recommendation would 
only serve to embarraES the action of the 
Council in perfecting the details of the 
work. 
In this land of irrigation it is unneces­ 
sary to advocate the value of water. It 
is the life of the conntry, determining its 
centers of population and the character 
and quantity of its products. This great 
value to the agriculturalist is enhanced 
rather than diminished when the water 
becomes sewage; 99 5 per cent of the 
total is still water, which we must not 
waste. This fact we distinctly empha­ 
size. The water mnBt be saved and used 
to irrigate land, thus increasing onr pro­ 
ductive capacity many fold, diminishing 
the cost of many staple articles of food, 
and addiDg to oñr population and to our 
wealth. Thousands of acres are thirsty 
for the water, bat the injunction suits of 
the past and the offensiveness to the eye 
and to the sense of smell, deter many 
owners of land from taking it as sewage. 
Our investigations point to as the wis 
dom of depriving it of its character as 
■ewage by some method of clarification, 
whereby the solid matter shall be sep­ 
arated from the liquid—a treatment of 
the sewage by some of the modern pro­ 
cesses bo as to render the affluent unob­ 
jectionable both to the user and to hie 
neighbors. The use of raw sewage will 
always be accompanied with apprehen­ 
sions of danger and disease, and, more or 
less, in accordance with the manner of 
its use, it will be objectionable to the 
senses. 
We do not care to pass on the 
mooted question as to the reality of the 
danger, but prefer to remove the canse of 
the objection, by some of the modern 
methods of removing the solidB. 
This we believe to be both practical 
and wise, and further believe that the 
city can so dispose of the liquids after 
treatment as to produce an income there­ 
from. 
We make this recommendation 
general, to be applied to all the sewage 
produced. The interrogation of the citi­ 
zens of Vernon and vicinity showed con­ 
clusively tnat many believed that a 
nuisance is created by the method now 
in vogue, and for these we bespeak relief 
by the methed above indicated. 
The qaantity of sewage now produced 
is but little, if any, in excess of tho con­ 


tract requirements of the South 8ide Ir­ 
rigation Company, and this quantity will 
not be largely increased for some time to 
come; that is, the addition will be 
gradual, for in the outlying districts of 
the city, connections with the newer will 
be made slowly. This will afford time, 
on the present main line to test in a 
measnre the efficiency of the method of 
purification first adopted, before going to 
the extreme cost for the prospective 
wants of the city. 
It will be noted that we deal only with 
general 
propositions. 
This 
is 
both 
necessarily and properly so. The power 
to aot is with your body, and we desire 
to hamper that body as little a* possible 
The machinery for perfecting details is 
in the 
engineering department. 
We 
have neither the time nor the means to 
lay out and specify piece by piece, the 
wot k to be done. We feel that our dnty 
has been performed when we indicate in 
general wnat we, as representatives of 
the pnblic, conceive will meet with the 
approbation of the citizens of Los An­ 
geles. 
We counsel conservative action 
and cocservative expenditure, and feel 
that the sums named will amply provide 
for the wants of the present, and in 
portions of the work, far in the futnre. 


TUB INTERIOR SYSTEM OF 8EWERS. 
First. We recommend that the inter­ 
ior system of sewers be constructed at 
once, and that substantially the distribu­ 
tion and extent of sewers shown by the 
map of Mr. Eaton and approved by Mr. 
HerriDg, not in conflict with the recom­ 
mendation herein, be adopted. Particu­ 
larly, it is desirable that the moBt of the 
□ranches and mains shown by this map 
should be constructed, as on this con­ 
struction depends the relief to the dis­ 
tricts not now sewered. 
Second. 
We recommend that only 
small sewers be need, the large mains 
not to exceed 24 inches in diameter, to 
the end that the sewer may either be 
Belf-cleaning, or of a size not too large 
to be flushed at suitable iuterv ala with 
the water supply at the command of the 
city for that parpóse. 
Third. 
We recommend that all of the 
sewage of the city be collected at three, 
or possibly four, points on the sonth 
boundry of the city, v iz: The sewage of 
East Los Angeles and Boyle Heights, 
east of and near the river. 
The sewage 
west 
of 
the 
river to 
be divided 
between 
a 
point 
west 
and 
near 
the river, San Pedro street, and the 
southwest corner of the city. 
Fourth—We 
recommend 
that the 
sewers be not enlarged beyond the re­ 
quisite capacity as sewers for the purpose 
of disposing of storm water; that is, we 
positively disapprove of the anion of 
storm drains and sewers. 
Fifth—We recommend that in the con­ 
struction of the sewers only salt-glased, 
vitrified sewer pipe be used, bat do not 
object to the ase of cement pipe for 
storm drains. 
Sixth—We desire especially to call at­ 
tention to the necessity of providing 
more ample sewer facilities for the hill 
portion of the city than has been done 
by any plan yet prepared, for the reason 
that the soil is of such a nature that the 
use of cesMpools is wholly impracticable 
and sewer drainage is an absolute necea-* 
Bity. 
THE UTILIZATION OK SEWAGE. 
First. We recommend that the entire 
sewage of the city, both that which is 
now produced and that to be collected 
hereafter, be treated by precipitation, fil­ 
tration, electricity or otherwise, at the 
direction of the Council, and that purifi­ 
cation works therefor, in number one* or 
more as may be necessary, be erected, 
owned and controlled by the city and for 
its benefit. 
This recommendation is 
bared mainly on our conviction that the 
water carrying the sewage should, under 
no circumstances, be wasted, bat Bhoald 
be used for purposes of irrigation, and 
further, that it is not advisable to ase 
sewage in its raw state for fertilizing and 
irrigating land. 
Second. 
In the sale of the pnrified 
water we would make the distribution as 
extended as possible, so as to include 
the greatest number of users, giving no 
preference to the large land owner over 
those who rent or own small tracts of 
land. 
Third. 
Any surplus or unsold water 
we would return to the natural water 
conrses. 
Fourth. If, however, the Council shall 
deem it beBt to dispose of any of the city 
sewage to any persons or company for 
purposes of purification, we recommend 
that the right be reserved to the city to 
supervise and purchase the purification 
works on expressed conditions that shall 
properly protect the city. 
Fifth. It is onr opinion that the city 
should not own or operate any sewer 
farm, but should dispose of the products 
resulting from any treatment of the sew­ 
age to the land owuers under such terms 
and for such periods as will be for the 
best interests o f the city. 


CITY OUTFALLS TO PURIFICATION WORKS. 
At the present time the South Side 
Irrigation Company receives about 175 
inches of water in a 22-inch pipe, v/hich 
runs about two thirds full, at or near San 
Pedro street. 
We believe an outfall sewer from the 
southerly line of the city to the purifica­ 
tion works of 24 inch pipe would be 
sufficiently large for all that section of 
the city which lies on the left bank of 
the ix)s ADgeles river; that a similar 
pipe from said city line at Alameda 
street, and of the same size, to said 
works would be large enough to carry off 
all the sewage from that part of t»e city 
lying between Alameda street and the 
river, and from the upper portion of the 
city north and northwest of the Plaza; 
that a similar pipe, and of the same 
siz >, from the city line at Ban Pedro 
street to said works would be large 
onongh to carry off all the sewage from 
that part of the city lying between San 
Pedro and Alameda streets; and a sim­ 
ilar pipe, and of the same size, from the 
city line at or about the sonth west corner 
of the city wonld be large enough to carry 
off all the sewgge west of San Pedro 
street. 
LOCATION OF PURIFICATION WORKS. 
We farther recommend that the loca­ 
tion of the purification works, and the 
determination of the question whether 
the-raw sewage should be purified at one 
place, or at more than one, as well as 
the question of the quantity of the laud 
to be obtained on the location thereof for 
the erection of said works and treatment 
of the sewage be left to the judgment of 
expert sanitary engineers to be selected 
for that purpose by the City Council. 
DISPOSITION OF SEWAGE SLUDGE. 
The manner in which the solid mat­ 
ter that may be removed from the sew­ 
age shall be disposed of is a question, in 
our judgment, of engineering knowledge 
and experience, and can be readily met 
and disposed of by the expert skill and 
knowledge a t the command of the City 
Council. 
We think it sufficient for ns to 
merely suggest that th iB solid residuum 
can be either dried and consumed by 
fire, or buried in the earth, or piped or 
otherwise transported to land to be ac­ 
quired for that purpose by the city, and 
a t a point remote to m the city, and 
there plowed under, or it can be treated 


and prepared into a compost, and then 
sold to farmers. 
SOUTH SIDE IRRIGATION COMPANY. 
It is the opinioa of this commission, 
from the testimony produced before us, 
(hat the use of raw sewage by the South 
Side Irrigation Company, upon lands 
owned and controlled by it, is obnoxious 
to persons owning land and residing 
thereon in the vicinity where such sew­ 
age is need; that the smells arising 
therefrom are a nuisance, while it is a 
serious question whether the use of such 
ee * age, owing to the manner in which it 
is handled, is not detrimental to the 
health of persons living in the vicinity 
of snch use. 
We therefore recommend 
that the city terminate its contract with 
Baid company at the earliest possible 
moment, either by the acceptance of the 
offer by said company to sell its rights to 
the use of said sewage, together with its 
properties constructed for handling it, 
or by condemnation proceedings through 
the courts. 
By this means said sewage 
can be wholly controlled by the city, and 
after treatment at its purification works, 
all ground 
of complaint by parties 
now living in the vicinity of the places 
where said sewage is now used would be 
removed. 
The cost of acquiring said property, 
and the cancellation of said contract with 
said company, we are informed by Mr. 
Marl/., the President of said company, 
would be $23,000. 
Whatever the ex­ 
pense may be. we believe it to be the 
best economy for the city to incur the 
expenditure, and the amount we herein 
suggest as probably sufficient to cover 
the cost of the purification works would 
include tho outlay in terminating said 
contract p ud in acquiring said properties 
of said company. 


RIGHT OF WAY TO THE OCEAN. 
While this commission is 
of the 
opinioa all the sewage water can be sac- 
CBBBfully pnrified, and thereafter can be 
disposed of to irrigators daring the irri­ 
gating season, and that at other seaeons 
the waters not required for irrigation may 
be condacted to the Los Angeles or San 
Gabriel rivers, or be connected with any 
former channel of said rivers, and seek 
their escape in such channels without in­ 
jury to owners of adjoining property, or 
without becoming a nnisance, yet we 
recoguize the fact that some citizens be­ 
lieve that an ontfall sewer to the ocean 
may become a necessity at some time 
in the future, and that a right of way for 
that purpose ought to be secured at this 
time; therefore, iu deference to this 
opinion, we recommend that a right of 
way, fifty feet wide extending from the 
city to the ocean, be acquired either by 
purchase or condemnation, to be used 
for the construction of an outfall sewer 
to the ocean, should the same ever be-' 
come a necessity, bat we advise that no 
such ontfall sewer be constructed there 
at the present time, or at all, until all 
other methods of disposing of the puri­ 
fied sewage water shall, after full and 
fair experiment and trial, prove imprac­ 
ticable. 


COST OF TH E ENTIRE SYSTEM. 
As to the probable necessary cost of 
the interior system of sewers, storm 
drains, etc ,'ve are of the opinión that the 
following amounts would, if properly ex­ 
pended bo more than sufficient for the 
purposes hereinafter set forth, v iz: 
fitorm drains 
$ 75,000 
Maiu and iuterc-ipting s e w e rs 
300,000 
Grounds for 
treatin g sew age and 
erection of works and conduits to and 
from sew er.............................................. 100,000 


$475,000 
The foregoing amounts are in excess of 
the estimates made by the engineering 
experts who are members of the commit­ 
tee, and snch estimates were made on 
the theory that sewers should not be 
made larger than the public service will 
actually require; and in this connection 
your committee would suggest that,while 
there may bo an honest difference of 
opinion as to the relative value from a 
sauitary point of xyew of large as com­ 
pared with small sewers, inasmuch as it 
will doubtless seem desirable that storm 
drains shall be wholly separate from the 
sewer syotem, 
the necessity of con­ 
structing 
sewers 
of 
larger 
size 
than actually demanded for conduct­ 
ing sewage will no longer exist, and we 
cannot urge too Blrongly the importance 
of adopting a system of sewers, storm 
drains, etc., that will insure the best 
service at the least possible expense, and 
it is the opinion of the commission that 
a system something like that now in use 
in Memphis, Tennesae, wouid answer 
all purposes and fulfill the conditions 
named. 
We have no suggestions to offer as to 
the means of raising the funds neces­ 
sary to carry out any plan that your hon­ 
orable body may see fit to adopt, as to do 
bo would involve the instigation of im ­ 
portant legal questions which it is not 
the province of this commission to pur­ 
sue. 
HOW QUESTION SUBMITTED FOR VOTE. 
Iu view of the feet that there has been 
and now is a difference of opinion on the 
part of many citizens as to the extent of 
the sewage system to be adopted by the 
city at the present time, and as to the 
advisability of constructing the whole 
system, as the same is suggested by this 
body, or as the City Council may deter­ 
mine, we recommend that in submitting 
the question to the vote of the people, it 
be snDmitted so that the voters may vote 
upon each question separately, provided 
the matter as recommended can be 
legally adopted. 
Mr. E. M. Hamilton submitted a 
minority report as follows: That report of 
Committee 
on 
Interior 
System be 
adopted; that so much of the report of 
the Committee on Outfall as relates to 
procuring right of way to the ocean be 
adopted: that the report of the Commit­ 
tee on Storm Drains be amended to read 
$100,000 instead of $50,000; that all the 
report of the Committee on Utilisation 
be stricken out. We offer the following 
substitute: That the sewage be conveyed 
to the ocean, except what may be needed 
for irrigation and fertilization now under 
contract with the , South Side Irriga­ 
tion 
Company. 
That 
the 
sewage 
be 
conducted to the ocean through 
iron pipes, commencing with 30-inch 
pipe for the first half mile, 28 inch for 
the second half mile, 26-inch for the 
third half milo, balance of the way 24- 
inch, all of said pipe to be made of No. 
12 pips, dipped in asphaltnm the asnal 
way. 
Mr. E. M. Hamilton moved that hiB 
report be adopted. 
Lost. 
Mr. E. M. Hamilton moved that if the 
sewer water was to be used on land it be 
restricted to the use among citizens of 
the United States. Lost. 
The original report of the commission 
was then adopted. 
Mr. Knox moved that the Chairman 
attend the meeting of the Council on 
Monday and present the report. Carried. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that the Secre­ 
tary obtain the signatures of the mem­ 
bers of the commission. 
Withdrawn. 
Chairman Wells then said that he 
coaid not allow the commission to ad­ 
journ without remarking that he thought 
the labors of the body had come to a 
satisfactory result, and that the unan­ 
imity of opinion at the close was note­ 
worthy, especially when it was taken 
into consideration that there were so 
many differences of opinion at the oat- 


set. He said that all had been obliged 
to shade their views and opinions some­ 
what in order that an agreement might 
be reached, bnt the result was such, he 
thought, that would inspire the public 
with confidence at the election which 
will follow. 
. 
The minutes of the meeting were then 
read and approved, and tho commission 
adjourned to the call of the Chair. 


D iv id in g th e C oun ty.
